A report just published by Transport 
for London (TfL) says figures show 
a year on year reductions in road 
casualties with a 62% drop in the 
number of very serious incidents and 
an overall reduction of 11% in total 
reported accidents. 

The royal borough also has the lowest 
rate of serious accidents involving 
children in the capital and overall is 
exceeding London-wide road safety 
targets set by the London Mayor who 
aims to reduce the number of fatal 
or serious collisions by 40 per cent by 
2020 . 

In 2013 accidents of this type were 
reduced by 86 per cent in Greenwich, 
compared to a London average 
reduction of 23 per cent. 

Royal borough road safety experts 
point to a range of initiatives which 
are helping to promote road safety and 
reduce road casualties. 

The fall in the number of collisions 
and the severity of casualties is partly 
seen as a consequence of the phased

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New flagstone honour for 
royal borough war hero 



THE MAYOR has unveiled the 
first of four commemorative 
stones in honour of servicemen 
and women who gave their lives 
whilst serving their country. 

Rear Admiral Eric Robinson 
VC, OBE was the first veteran to 
be honoured by the placing of a 
memorial stone at his place of 
birth in Greenwich - on the 100th 
anniversary of his galliant efforts 
during the Gallipoli campaign in 
Word War 1. 

Last Thursday’s ceremony 
was attended by his family with 
Greenwich Mayor councillor Mick 
Hayes, council leader Cllr Denise 
Hyland, Nick Raynsford MP, the 
Lord Lieutenant of Greenwich, Dr 
Pieter van der Merwe MBE DL, and 
representatives from the armed 
forces. 

The local ceremony ties in with a 
government-led initiative to honour 
all 1,357 holders of the VC. 

Born on May 16 1882, Robinson was 
the son to the chaplain of the Royal 
Naval College. Having won a Victoria 
Cross, Robinson remained a highly 
regarded officer who served in four 
wars. Throughout his long career, he 
was bestowed with numerous awards 
and medals including an OBE in 1919 
before his death in 1965. 

The royal borough is honouring the 
war dead by working to renovate and 


conserve our war memorials. 

The investment reflects a 
commitment to conserve local 
war memorials - especially those 
dedicated to local servicemen who 
lost their lives during the First World 
War. 

The restoration scheme - developed 
with the War Memorials Trust, 
the War Graves Commission, and 
the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
Heritage Trust - will ensure that the 
remaining memorials are renovated 
and remain as a lasting tribute 
to local servicemen and women. 
It will be funded by a number of 
sources, including the War Graves 


Commission and other external 
bodies. 

Greenwich Mayor Mick Hayes said: 
“We are all rightly proud of our 
historic links with the armed services. 
The freedoms that we often take for 
granted only exist because these 
people made the ultimate sacrifice 
for future generations. For many 
people, war memorials provide an 
opportunity for quiet reflection but 
they also act as a landmark of civic 
pride. That is why we are committed 
to ensuring all our war memorials are 
renovated and conserved as a lasting 
tribute which forms an important 
part of the borough’s heritage.”

introduction of 20mph speed limits on many residential 
streets in the borough. 

In 2012 the council agreed to roll out 20mph zones on 
all residential streets and about half have already been 
restricted to 20mph. There is a phased programme for the 
rest of the borough based not only on the number and 
severity of accidents, but also on the number of vulnerable 
road users. So, for example, a road is given a high priority 
if there is a nursery or school in the area. 

The royal borough's dedicated road safety team also 
oversees a number of measures designed to improve road 
safety including free cycle training and improved cycle 
routes, road safety education programmes in schools and 
special travel training for vulnerable pupils. 

Also making a difference are projects like the Youth Travel 
Ambassador programme, a TfL initiative and part of the 
council's travel and road safety educational work, in which 
students research and develop their own road safety 
campaigns for their peers and the wider community. 

To fund their projects, students make a 'Dragon's Den' 
style pitch to road safety experts for up to £300. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, the council's cabinet member for 
regeneration and transport said: 

"We strive to get these numbers as low as possible and 
in an ideal world would eliminate casualties on our roads 
altogether. We will continue to do everything possible in 
our power to promote road safety using a rangeof methods 
- from physical changes to influencing the behaviour 
of road users. I'm really proud that the good work we're 
doing in this area is making our roads safer - and we will 
continue to strive to keep reducing the number of people 
who are sadly hurt on roads in the borough. Reducing the 
speed of vehicles on our roads is one of the main ways 
of reducing the severity of any incidents which is why 
we're phasing in 20mph speed limits in residential areas. 
I'd also like to take this opportunity to remind all drivers, 
wherever they are, that speed is such a crucial factor in 
road accidents and that all motorists should stick to speed 
limits and observe the advised stopping distance. "

A NEW fleet of energy efficient 
vehicles which help keep the 
royal borough clean and green are 
themselves playing their part to 
improve air quality and the local 
environment. 

Last week councillor Jackie Smith, 
cabinet member for community safety 
and environment, inspected the next 
generation of waste services and 
pollution control vehicles, and spoke to 
teams who drive them about how they are 
safer, cleaner and more reliable than ever 
before. 

The new bright yellow Mercedes Econic 
refuse collection vehicles (RCVs) are 


playing a crucial role in ensuring the 
royal borough meets its regular weekly 
waste and recycling collection duties. 

As well as reduced fuel consumption, 
their new Euro 6 engines easily meet the 
most stringent European green standards 
with a 99% reduction in particulate 
matter, and a similar reduction in 
nitrogen oxides. 

They also have much improved safety 
features and give their drivers better 
visibility of other road users. 

Cllr Smith said: “I am really impressed 
with the quality of the new vehicles and 
was pleased to hear from the teams who 
operate them about how they’re helping to 
deliver even more reliable and improved 
waste collection and environment 
protection services. 

“A first class modern fleet will also 
provide long term savings by cutting back 


the higher costs associated with the need 
for regular maintenance and repairs of 
older vehicles.” 

The two white fully electric Renault 
Kangoo vans are used by the pollution 
control team, mostly to help officers 
carry out asbestos surveys and supervise 
asbestos removal. They will also be 
available for use by other teams in the 
department. The vans are charged 
overnight in Woolwich. 

Councillor Harry Singh, cabinet member 
for customer services, green technologies 
& IT added: “It’s very fitting that these 
vehicles are playing such a central role 
in limiting the amount of potentially 
harmful emissions. They allow us to 
demonstrate our commitment to invest in 
a fleet which puts environmental impact, 
as well as quality, at the heart of our 
decision making processes.”

CHARLTON’S Cherry Orchard 
Primary School has been marked 
‘outstanding’ in every way by 
inspectors from the schools’ 
watchdog Ofsted. 

It scored maximum marks for the quality 
of teaching, the pupils’ achievement 
and their behaviour, its leadership and 
management, and the provision it makes 
for early years. 

Inspectors spent two days at the 
school in January. Their findings, just 
published, said that attainment and 
progress among the 240 pupils were very 
high because the quality of teaching was 

also consistently very high. They said: 
Pupils’ achievement in this school is 
exceptional. They make excellent 
progress, and their attainment 
at the end of Year 2 and Year 
6 has been above average for the 
last four years in reading, writing and 
mathematics.” 

Inspectors sat in on 11 lessons and made 
informal drop-in visits on classes. They 
talked to pupils to see how they felt about 
their school, and whether they felt they 
were well-taught and felt safe. They also 
took into account the views of parents 
and carers who completed an online 
questionnaire, and the 52 responses to an 
anonymous staff questionnaire. 

The last Ofsted inspection was held in 
October 2009, when it was rated as ‘good’. 
January’s inspection took it to the highest 
category of ‘outstanding’, 
which means it is “highly 
effective in delivering 


outcomes that provide exceptionally well 
for all its pupils’ needs. This ensures that 
pupils are very well equipped for the next 
stage of their education.” 

Headteacher Jan Beames told GT: “We 
all feel extremely proud that Ofsted has 
judged every aspect of Cherry Orchard to 
be outstanding. For my staff, governors, 
pupils and families the recognition that 
all we believe in and do on a daily basis

Construction trainees complete 
first stage of apprenticeship 


CONSTRUCTION trainees who have 
laid the foundation stone for careers 
in the building trade received a pat 
on the back from the royal borough. 

Their hard work and progress was 
recognised at a recent awards ceremony 
at Woolwich town hall. 

Twenty nine students were honoured 
for completing the first stage of the 
Berkeley Apprenticeship Scheme, having 
undertaken a six-week training course 
ahead of an 18-month apprenticeship 
placement.

It was hard but as I went on I got 
to learn how to do things and it gave me 
more confidence. 

“I would really encourage others to 
think about the scheme. They may find 
it hard at the start but everyone is really 
helpful and if you show that you want to 
do well then you get the support you need. 
I want to go on and get an apprenticeship, 
build on the skills I have learnt and go 
from there.” 

Cllr Sizwe James, the council’s cabinet 
member for business, employment and 
skills, said: “I am incredibly proud of 
these trainees. The building industry 
is experiencing a boom and to have 
people from the local area working with 
companies in the borough to get work can 
only be a good thing.”

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A TASKFORCE of specially- 
trained road maintenance 
engineers is helping to smooth 
the way for travellers through 
the royal borough. 

It's all part of a pioneering project 
called the Highways Improvements 
Local Labour Scheme, or HILL for 
short. 

The two-and-a-half year scheme has 
been launched by the royal borough to 
improve roads, pavements and street 
'furniture'such as lighting and direction 
signs. 

It will also include other street scene 
improvements, such as tree pruning, 
better street lighting and reducing 
'street clutter' 

Key to the project is a workforce which 
is being recruited and trained from local 
people who have limited or no skills, or 
work experience - with priority given to 
local young people and those without 
any qualifications. And the project is 
due to create 1 00 jobs for newly-trained 
local people. 

Nearly 40 have already been on pre- 
employment training at the borough's 
newly-opened Construction Skills 
Centre at Kidbrook.This involves a four- 
week course in skills such as manual 
handling, working with abrasive 
wheels, working from heights and first 
aid. People are able to earn a range of 
qualifications, certificates and cards 
that will support them when they 
move on to find another job in the 
construction industry. 

The next intake of new recruits is 
planned for May, when training will 
include technical admin, highways 
inspections and street lighting. 

So far, three-quarters of people who 
have been on the programme have 
been helped into their next job, with a 
six-month paid work placement in the 
highways industry. The new recruits 
work alongside skilled professionals 
to gain the skills and knowledge of the 
work carried out by contractors 
Everyone who goes on the HILL 
scheme is given help with finding their 
next job through both one-to-one 
and group sessions with GLLaB, the 
borough's local employment initiative. 
People who progress to a six-month 
work placement will be paid £9.15 per 
hour, the London Living Wage, and 
will be put on a 32-hour work week 
rota, consisting of four days with the 


contractor, plus one day with GLLaB. 

Nearly three-quarters of people who 
have been on the scheme have found 
their next job as a result of working 
for the council, and more than 30 local 
roads have been repaired or improved 
as a result. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, council cabinet 
member for regeneration and transport 
said: "Not only is this scheme creating 
greatly-enhanced work opportunities 
for a number of our residents, it is 
benefitting everyone in the borough 
by delivering major improvements 
to our roads, pavements and street 
scene over and above our usual road 
maintenance programme. I'm really 
proud of this innovative scheme which 
allows us - even in the face of huge 
budget cuts - to deliver improved 
roads for our residents and which 
allows us to find work for unemployed 
people in our borough - all of which is 
a boost for the local economy."

DOZENS of local jobhunters hav< 
recruited and trained to help del 
an ambitious council scheme to 
improvements to a hundred roa< 
streets in the borough. GREENW 
checks out how it is going... 
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Building a brighter future for themselves 


PEOPLE who have been on the HILL scheme 
have given it a big thumbs-up. 

Jake Davey, 20, from Shooters Hill got a full- 
time job with JB Riney Highway Maintenance 
after he was referred to the scheme by his 
advisor at GLLaB. He had previously worked 
for his father's construction company but had 
been out of the workplace taking care of his 
dad when he became ill. 

It meant his construction tickets had expired 
which was a barrier to him going back to work. 
But after completing a six-month paid work 
placement, Jake has now secured a full 
time job with JB Riney as a yard person at 
Thamesmead, where he ensures that the yard 
is fully stocked with the materials. 

His day starts at 7.30am where he liaises 
with everyone on site to ensure materials are 
ordered and loaded on the trucks. 

He said: "The training helped me secure the 


tickets I need to gain employment. While on 
the work placement the employer funded a 
forklift training course so I could support in 
the yard. Now I have secured employment 
with Riney I will now receive further training 
to help better my skills. The team at GLLaB 
offered full support and advice on a range of 
work options." 

A JB Riney spokesman said: "Jake has been 
very punctual. His attitude at work is good. 

He enjoys working in the yard. He is very easy 
going and has a great personality." 

Angelina Batchelor, 45, from Charlton, 
had been in and out of work for more than 
two years after previously working as a 
gardener. She was keen to broaden her 
skills and experience, and was referred to 
the HILL scheme by the Greenwich Families' 
Programme, a voluntary scheme that supports 
people into employment. 


The seasonal nature of her landscaping work 
was a major barrier to her getting permanent 
work but she was helped with getting a 
supported work placement with JB Rinney 
which involved carrying out emergency work 
alongside a qualified mason.This has included 
street signing, replacing and updating broken 
bollards and guard rails, patching and small 
paving works. 

She said: "I think HILL is an excellent 
programme. I have loved every bit of it, right 
from the training to the work placement. 

I am really impressed with the amount of 
support I have got from GLLaB. I can't thank 
them enough, or explain how grateful I am for 
everything." 

Her supervisor Dave Whyman said: "Angelina 
gets along with everyone and enjoys doing 
the different types of jobs. She works hard and 
is a good team worker." 


Cllr Sizwe James, the 
council's cabinet member for 
business, employment and 
skills, said: 

"I'm thrilled by the results 
this scheme is delivering 
and how it really is making 
a huge difference to the 
employability of some 
of our residents who've 
previously found it hard 
to get work. We've trained 
them up in an industry 
which offers plenty of 
work and they're going 
away with skills and i 

qualifications standing 
them in excellent stead to 
get permanent jobs, which many of them 
already have done."

GLLaB 
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THERE have been numerous 
sightings of a troubled "grey lady" 
who wanders the house, babe- 
in-arms. Footsteps are heard, 
objects are moved and doors 
slam mysteriously shut. The most 
splendid creation of the Jacobean 
era, Charlton House is said to be 
simply riddled with ghosts. 

It was built in five years (1 607- 
1 61 2) of red brick and stone 
dressing for Prince Henry, the son 
of James 1 (1603-1625). Designed 
by John Thorpe in the shape of an 
"E", its great hall and large chapel 
are quite splendid. It survived 
World War One, commandeered 
for the wounded, but lost a wing in 
the Blitz to a bomb raid. Today it is owned 
by the royal borough and is used in a whole 
host of ways.

When a priority is awarded, you will 
receive one offer of accommodation. 

The following rules are used to allocate properties to 
applicants in Bands A, B and C, to make sure the Council 
makes best use of housing stock to meet needs. 

• Two children (whatever gender) under 10 years 
old can share a bedroom 

• Two children (same gender) under 16 years old 
can share a bedroom 

• Two children of opposite gender where at least 
one is 1 0 years old or over need a bedroom each 

• Each person over 1 6 years old needs their 
own bedroom 

• A couple and lone parents need one bedroom 

• Expected babies are counted as a person from 
the six month of pregnancy 

• Band C applicants - Houses are allocated to a 
household with children (aged 15 or under) 

Only RBG tenants who currently occupy houses in 
bands A and B, will be considered for rehousing 
to another house. All other priority applicants 
will be considered for flats or maisonettes. 

Note: There are separate Allocations Policies for 
applicants with priority from regeneration areas. 

Like for Like Moves 

Council tenants housed through priority Bands A & B, 
are generally offered a similar type of property to that 
they currently occupy, of the size they require. This is 
because rehousing is being offered to meet safety or 
other needs, rather than to provide more desirable 
housing. Tenants, who want to move to improve the 
quality of their accommodation, must do so through 
Band C, where applicants are housed in date order.
